The Fruit Car Monopoly. 


The California fruit shippers are c onfronted with a problem of a 


most serious nature. All the lefrigerator cars in which fruit is ship- 
ped to the East are owned by the Amour Company, which is also a 
purchasing and sale agent. These ca-s are not rented to the trans- 
continental railroads, but are hauled by them for a stated compensa- 
tion. William Sproule, traffic manager of the Southern Pacific, said 
the Armour Company had an exclusive contract with the Southern 
Pacific for 5000 cars until the n jmber c i fruit cars in use exceeded that 
number; the railroad company would haul no fruit cars for anybody| 
else. This, of course, gives the Armour Company a complete mo-' 
nopoly and from all accounts it is charj ing all that the traffic will bear. 
That is not the worst of it, hcwever, 'or the Armour Company buys 
and sells fruit on its own account ajvl thus competes with the ship- 
pers who are compelled to patronize it. This is an anomalous and 
unsatisfactory condition, and one that is exceedingly injurious to the 
interests of California. It is dificult tc see how such a contract as the 
one between the Armour Company ar.d the Southern Pacific can be 
to the advantage of the railroad company, though Mr. Sproule said it 
was. He said it would cost the company ?8,ooo,ooo to build and equip 
the number of refrigerator car1 recuis ic to handling the fruit crop of 
California. 
This, of course, means a arge addition to the capital in- 


vestment of the Southern Pacific, but 'he cars would see-m to be a ne- 
cessary part of the rolling stock cqnir-nent of the company, which is 
the largest fresh fruit shipping raih\a\ s\stcm in the world. It is the 
duty, as well as the sclf-intc'ested pirt of the Southern Pacific to I 
protect and foster the fruit growing ;i terests of California because ils, ^ ,(

Moreover the code provic es that 'no sign, signboard or billboard 


shall be placed upon any public prope;ty, nor shall any such signboard 
or billboard, inclusive of placrrds, be fixed or placed upon any build- 
ing so as to project beyond th: street l.nc,'" without an official permit. 
This action, says Leslie's Wce'd\, s-ho 'M K-nd encouragement to othe;1 


cities that are seeking to abate simila1 nuisances and point the way.
